“ J. VV.,” as he was generally re­ 
ferred to here, arrived in Jackson­ 
ville in November, 1838, establish­ 
ing himself in the jewelry business, 
in which he continued until I860, 
when he retired. 
He used to have 
a little frame store where Cassell’s 
is now, just north of the Ayers Na­ 
tional bank. 
In an early advertise­ 
m en t he referred to its ‘‘bow win­ 
dow,” a rarity in those days. About 
1855 t h e little shop w as 
moved 
around on West State street, 
just 
west of the square, and Mr. King 
b uilt w h at was then 
one of the 
han d som est stores on 
th e square, 
the building now' occupied by Rob­ 
ert T. Cassell.
